Don’t allo% milk to stand, while 
aerating or while awaitingdelivery, 
near manure piles or hog pens or 
where the air is impure, 
Milk is 
often carried into the kitchen in 
winter, and when delivered to the 
creamery smells of tobacco.onions, 
cabbage, etc. 
With this milk the 
butter maker is expected to pro­ 
duce a fine grade of butter. 
If 
milk is aerated thoroughly as soon 
as possible it may then be placed 
in covered can and set anywhere 
and the butter made from it will 
be as fine as could be expected 
without having the natural June 
feed for the cow.

VALUABLE 
CREAMERY 
RULES 


Experienced Man 
Given Suggestions to 
Patrons as to Care of Milk 
Valuable suggestions to creamery 
patrons have been compiled by an ex­ 
perienced R^ck county creamery man­ 
ager. They h rve been printed in sheet 
form by The Gazette in response to 
many inquiries and slips may be had 
a t this cilice for I cent apiece 
Cream­ 
ery owners will find it worth while to 
distribute them amoi g p itrjc s 
The 
rotes a»e as follows; 
1st. 
Patrons should see that they give 
cows free access to salt, or salt 
them regularly, as often as once or 
twice a week. 
Sd. That they provide them with pure 
water, and as far as possible, pre­ 
vent them from using any other. 
3d. That their cows be fed no whey or 
similar slop. 
4th. They must not allow their cows to 
be worried by dogs or other brutes, 
biped or quadruped. 
5th. That cows in heat should be sep­ 
arated from the herd as far as 
practicable. 
6th. That they see that pails and cans 
are clean and use no rusty or 
wooden ones. 
7th. That they keep all foreign sub­ 
stances out of their milk as far 
as possible, and wash the cows’ 
udders before milking, remember­ 
ing that no straining will cleanse 
milk once dirty. 
8th. That the milk cans be set in water 
at the commencement of milking, 
and let the water in the cooling 
tubs always be higher than the 
milk in the cans. 
9th. That the night and morning’s 
milk must not be mixed unless in 
case of small quantities, short 
distances to be carried, and the 
morning’s milk cooled before put 
into cans. 
10th. That the cooling places be at a 
good distance from dung heaps, 
decaying straw, hogs’ trough, etc, 
exposed as far as possible to pure air 
and not suffer pools of stagnant 
water to collect around them. 
lith . That the milk be stirred, dipped 
or poured thoroughly during the 
cooling process. 
12th. That in perilous times, the night’s 
milk be cooled to 60 degrees, and 
the morning’s as cool as cold water 
around the cans will make it, dur­ 
ing milking. 
13th. That the cans must not be closed, 
till ready to start for the factory. 
14th. That the cans of milk be protected 
from rain by sheds or coverings 
above and clear from the top of 
the cans. 
15th. That patrons bring milk to the 
factory from only healthy cows, 
and not until four full days after 
calving. 
16th. That if in doubt as to the good 
qualities of the milk on account of 
inflamed udders, curdled milk, 
bad teat, etc., try it on your own 
tables and if you do not like to try 
it, you may be sure that your fac­ 
tory men do not wish to. 
17th. That all patrons report accidental 
unavoidable variations from these 
rules, to their factory manager 
that he may note the result. 
18th. Without the combined efforts of 
patron and butter maker the qual­ 
ity of the creamery output goes 
down, the price follows and gen­ 
eral dissatisfaction arises. 
19th. Rinse all milk utensils with cold 
or warm water, then wash with 
hot water and soda, soap, lye or 
washing powder; then rinse well

The re­ 
sult indicate» that the opposition to 
the governor’s bill in the house will 
be badly worsted in any future conflict ] 
which may arise. Col. Atkinson suc­ 
ceeded in having the bill referred to 
the committee on revision of the stat­ 
utes, of which he is chairman. 
In the senate the opposition showed 
its hand by attempting the removal of 
Senator Hughes, a silver senator, who 
is pledged to the Pingree policy. 
A resolution was offered to investi­ 
gate protests against the seating of Mr. 
Hughes, together with those against 
Senators Coven and Preston. The two 
last named are claimed to have for-i 
felted their seats by accepting federal 
appointments, while Senator Hughe. 
is claimed to have forfeited his office 
by removing from his district. 
The 
protests have been referred to a strong 
anti-Pingree committee, and it is be­ 
lieved the three will be ousted. 
Both houses of the legislature co^r 
vened at noon. The officers of the reg­ 
ular session were continued without op­ 
position from the Pingree supporters 
At 2:30 o’clock the two houses met in 
joint session and listened to the read­ 
ing of the governor’s message. 
The 
governor was met with an enthusiastic 
demonstration, but there was no ap­ 
plause during the reading of the docu­ 
ment. 
Gov. Pingree’s message dealt chiefly 
with the subject of taxation. The gov­ 
ernor confined himself to matters af­ 
fecting railroads, express companies 
and telegraph 
and 
telephone 
com­ 
panies. One thing which will interest 
railroad men is his suggestion 
that 
values and not earnings be assessed. 
He says on this head: 
“There is but one rule 
consistent 
with honesty, and that is to place all 
the property of the state upon the same 
footing, and to make everyone pay his 
share and to ask no one to pay more 
than his share. No one should ask the 
railroads, express companies, telegraph 
and telephone companies to do more 
than they insist upon others doing. We 
should not be satisfied with less. We 
should bear in mind that we are only j 
representatives in passing laws 
that j 
affect the interests of our constituents 
and the interest of unborn men and 
women who are to come after us. Our 
constituents have a right to demand a 
substantial and bona 
fide 
effort to 
equalize taxes and to make every one 
pay his just share.’’ 
More rigid taxation is urged as a 
means to better educational facilities. 
In this connection the governor says: 
I 
‘ The taxes paid by railroad 
com- 
| panies, express companies, 
telegraph 
and telephone companies 
under the 
present system are devoted to the pri­ 
macy school fund. I respectfully rec­ 
ommend to you that the taxes to be 
collected under any act which you may 
pass he devoted to the same purpose, 
and be paid direct to the school dis­ 
tricts of the state in proportion to the 
number of school children.’’ 
The governor closes his messags with 
a few recommendations, 
as 
follows, 
concerning corporation taxes, which 
are very important: 
“I recommend that you authorize the 
appointment of a state board of five, 
to be non-partisan if the constitution 
permits, which shall be empowered to 
make a just and equitable valuation cf 
the franchises and other property of ; 
railroad companies, express companies, j 
telegraph and telephone companies at 
their true cash value, and to ascertain j 
the average rate of taxes paid by the I 
other people of the state 
for 
state, j 
county and municipal purposes, and to 
assess the 
property of these 
com­ 
panies at that rate, the moneys col­ 
lected to be paid directly to the state 
ll 
On 
treasurer, and by him distributed in 
the same manner as the moneys now 
collected from specific taxes.”

Three Bettie Ships Like the Maine Are 
to Be Built—Six Destroyers, Six Tor­ 
pedo Boats, and One Gunboat for the 
Great lahefc 
W ashington, March 23.—In the naval 
appropriation bill, which was reported 
to the house Tuesday and referred to 
committee of the whole, provision is 
made for increasing the fighting ability 
of the navy by the building of three 
sea-going coastline battleships, one of 
which is to be named the Maine. The 
three vessels will be 11,000 tons’ dis­ 
placement each and will each cost $3,- 
000,000, exclusive of armament. 
The construction of six torpedo-boat 
destroyers of 350 tons’ 
displacement 
and six torpedo-boats of 150 tons, to 
cost, exclusive of their armament, a 
sum not exceeding $2,340,000, is also 
provided by the bill, and a gunboat to 
take the place of the Michigan will be 
built at a cost not exceeding $260,000, 
and will be stationed on the great 
lakes, provided her construction shall 
conform to all existing treaties 
and 
conventions. 
For armor for the ships authorized in 
the bill and under construction an ap­ 
propriation is made of $5,400,800, pro­ 
vided that the armor for the three 
ships authorized by the act of June IO, 
1896, shall not cost to exceed $3,210,000, 
and no contract for armor-plate shall 
be made at an average rate to exceed 
$400 a ton. including nickel. 
For equipment of the new vessels 
authorized $175,000 is appropriated. 
The bill provides that the contracts 
for the construction of the new vessels 
shall be awarded by the secretary of 
the navy to the 
lowest 
responsible 
bidder, having in view the best 
re­ 
sources and most expeditious delivery. 
One of the battleships is to be built 
on the Pacific coast, unless the presi­ 
dent finds that the vessel cannot be 
constructed at a cost not exceeding 4 
per cent above the lowest accepted bid 
for the other ships. In that case he shall 
order the battleship constructed else­ 
where in the United States. 
To con­ 
struct the hulls, machinery, and out­ 
fits of these ships and others hereto­ 
fore authorized the bill appropriated 
$6,670,473. 
The total amount carried in the bill 
is $35,683,059. 
The appropriations for 
the current year were $31,918,627, and 
the estimates for the year ending June 
30, 1899, furnished by the department, 
aggregated $33,128,234.
